‘assure him thgt if this invitation is accepted he will meet with a cordial and 
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by Atlanta Chamber of 


Theofore Roosevelt, president of the 
United States, will be invited by the 
Atianta Chamber of Commerce to visit 
this city during the convention of the 
Nationa! Manufacturers’ Association, 
which will be held here in May. 
_ Resolutions to this effect. were pre- 
sented to the chamber by its former 
president, J. K. Orr, at the annual din- 
ner of that organization, held at the 
Kimball house, last night. They were 
seconded by A. C. Bruce and indorsed 
in ringing speeches by Mayor Evan P. 
Howell, John B. Goodwin and H. E. W. 
Palmer, after which they were unani- 
mously adopted by a rising vote. 

The reading of the _ resolutions, the 
succeeding speeches and the rising vote 
which followed were decidedly the feat- 
wre of the chamber of commerce dinner 
Yast night, though Dr. Erich Zoepffel- 
Quellenstein, the German consul to At- 
lanta, delivered a notable speech and 
other matters of the greatest interest 
taok placé. 

Mr. Orr, in offering the resolutions, de- 

eclared that as Atlanta had grown to be 
the great city she is, American in every 
respect, it was nothing but fitting that 
the president of this country should pay 
the city a visit at a time when she was 
hostess to the most important associa- 
tion of business men in the land. 
- Pudge Palmer said: ‘Theodore Roose- 
velt is president of the whole country 
and we are a part of the country. Then, 
‘too, we are under obligations to him per- 
@onally. They are digging a ditch down 
toward South America that fg to make the 
south supreme comme/fciaily“and we are 
gpomewhat indebted to the president for 
securing the canal.”’ 

Harry Schlesinger moved to amend the 
resolutions by authorizing the president 
of the chamber of commerce to carry 
the invitation in person to the president 
‘of-thé ‘United Stetes.

Washington, November 29.—President 
Roosevelt arrived here today at 7:02 a. 
m. from his visit to the St. Louis Ex- 
position. The special train was awaited 
by a throng of several hundred people in 
the- Pennsylvania railroad station, and 
as the train drew into the station the 
crowd broke into cheers. 

Some thirty-five minutes later the pres- 
ident, accompanied by Mrs. Roosevelt 
and his daughfer, Miss Alice Roosevelt, 
alighted from their car. They were 
conducted immediately to their carriage, 
which was in waitiing, and driven rap- 
idjy to the white house. 

e trip of the president, ended by his 
safe arrival at the white house today, in 
some cifcumstances, was one of the 
most notable he ever took. The arrange- 
ments for the comfort, convenience and 
personal safety of the president and Mrs. 
Roosevelt were the most thorough ever 
made. They were planned with the ap- 
prova] of Mr. Roosevelt by Secretary 
Ifeb and John Wilkie, chief of the secret 
service. They were accepted by Prest- 
dent David R. Francis, of the exposition 
company and by the St. Louis officials, 
and were carried into effect absolutely 
to a letter.

No delay was experti- 
enced either in going to St. Loujs or in 
returning to Washington. At no time did 
the train vary more than:a small frac- 
tion of a minute from the schedule. 

The officials of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and of the Pullman company did 
everything in their power to render the 
president’s journey safe and comfortable.

Thée reading public, while it was 
beguiled and interested by Miss Tar- 
bell’s tale, really put on its opera- 
glasses when Lawson stalked on the 
stage. For Miss Tarbell was an out- 
sider and while she used much un- 
impeachable evidence she was still— 
an outsider. But Lawson had hob- 
nobbed with those characters that 
make financial history and should 
have a graphic narrative to unfold. 
The public has not been disappointed 
While somewhat hysterical and florid, 
Mr. Lawson’s little tales about the 
wire-workings fn copper, oil and other 
stocks have proved thoroughly enter- 
taining biography. He did not hesi- 
tate to sling tar at the big “men. of 
the street,” some of them the most 
prominent menipulators, promotors 
and underwriters in the United States.

Larry Gantt, clorely identified for 
considerably moro than a quarter of 
a century with the press of Georgia, 
has closed a contract by which he 
becomes part proprietor and editor in 
chief of The Rome Evening Herald, 
assuming his position at once. 

There is, perhaps, not a newspaper 
man in Georgia better known to the 


profession, or to the public generally, 


than Larry Gantt. He won his first 


spurs in the newspaper field when he 


established The Oglethorpe Echo, at 
Lexington, thirty-two years ago, and 


éver since that time The Echo has 


been one of the strongest and most 


forceful of the weekly newspapers of 


the state. The Bcho’s success estab- 
lished, Mr. Gantt reestablished The 
Athens Banner, making it a daily 
and putting it on the road to the 
highly successful career it has since 
enjoyed. Then The Elberton Star 
was established, after which Mr. 
Gannt became editor of The Southern 
Alliance Farmer, the official organ 
of The Farmer’s Alliance, a newspa- 
per which was published in Atlanta 
during the days when that organiza- 
tion was at its strongest in Georgia. 
Gantt was always a democrat and 
gave up his position with this paper 
when its management turned towards 
populism. 

Mr. Gantt has been, during his ca- 
reer, editor-of The Columbia, S. C., 


|Register and he also founded Th2 


Piedmont Headlight, at Spartanburg, 
S. C. He knows every detail of the 
newspaper business, from the type 
case to the press room, and possesses 
a strikingly characteritic style which 
makes his editorial work of exceeding 
interest.

The South Georgia Conference. 

The South Georgia conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, which 
meets at McRae this morning, is not 
one whit of less importance, though 
slightly smaller in the number of its 
members, than the North Georgia con- 
ference, which has just closed a most 
successful session at Marietta. 

When Dr. Wallace Duncan opens 
the work of the conference today 
there will be gathered in the thriving 
little metropolis of Telfair county, the 
representatives of nearly seven hun- 
dred. houses of worship and over four 
hundred pastors and local preachers, 
who have been ministering to nearly 
70,000 members. Dwing the past 
year this great body of Christian 
workers raised in Georgia the hand- 
some sum of $46,469.88 for. mission 
work, 

If the founder of Methodism, and 
the man who .established the second 
Methodist society ever organized in 
the world, could look down upon the 
body of earnest men gathered at Mc 
Rae today, he must surely feel grati- 
fied at the tremendous strength of 
this denomination in Georgia and 
throughout the nation, for even his 
zealous regard could hardly have pic- 
tured the homes and school houses, 
the substantial and enduring church 
edifices and the millions of those who 
are enrolled today in the ranks of 
Methodism in America. The speciai 
doctrines characterizing this body 
were first inculcated by John Wesley 
among the colonists at Savannah. 

A church with over six million com- 
municants in the United States, holc- 
ing second rank in numerical strength 
among the Christian denominations in 
this country, having in its seventeen 
various branches in the year 1908 a 
total of 39,634 ministers and 657,572 
places of worship, is surely perform- 
ing the labor of zealous workers in 
the vineyard of earthly affairs and 
wields an influence that is powerful 
for good. 

Nearly four hundred pastors are 
waiting for the verdict of the presid 
ing bishop and his advisers, in abso- 
lute darkness as to the work that 
will be cut out for their attention next 
year, or the charge to which they will 
be sent to minister, for when the 
bishop speaks, there is nothing to do 
but obey, and that willingly. 

The readers of The Constitution are 
familiar with the earnestness, zeal 
and aggressive energy of Bishop 
Duncan, as revealed in his conduct 
of the North Georgia conference, and 


'the fact that he will also preside over 


the sessions of the South Georgia con- 
ference is a certain guarantee of the 
prompt and businesslike administra- 
tion of its work. 


To Curb Endurance Contests. 

The New York board of aldermen 
is considering an ordinance prohibit- 
ing any participant in a bicycle race, 
or other contest of skill, speed or en- 
durance, to continue for more than 
three hours during any twenty-four, 
and forbidding any such contest to be 
held except between 7 a. m. and 11 
p. m. There is provision, too, for- 
bidding the unlawful use of drugs in 
connection with these athletic sports. 

There is a strong growing public 
sentiment against endurance contests 
based. on reasons of humanity, for it 
is obvious to any spectator in such.an 
arena that the physical powers o a 


health and life itself being frequently 
jeopardized. In some respects these 
so-called sports’ are as unseemly to 
civilization as a bull or cock fight, 
and certainly the human nature of the 
participants makes the matter more 
worthy of consideration on purely hu- 
mane grounds. 

The Syracuse (N. Y.) Post-Stand- 
ard, after commending the proposed 
ordinance, observes: 

It has been claimed that inasmuch as 
the contestants enter theSe affairs ot 
their own free will that it is nobody's 
Business. Nothing could be more falla- 
cious. The stght of these dazed, almost 
unconscious victims of their own folly. 
with fixed, staring eyes and éxpression- 
less faces, stupidly pursuing the cruel, 
monotonous circles when every outraged 
nerve aches for relief from the unnat- 
ural torture, is more debasing to the 
crowd that watches than to the racer 
himself. The disgusting affairs should 
be abolished everywhere. 

That portion of the public which is 
not “sport” crazy will say “amen” 
both to the proposed regulative law 
and the foregoing newspaper com- 
ment. .

The finance committee and the com- 
mittee on bdulldings and groun@ of the 
state normal school at Athens held a joint 
conference with Governor Terrell and 
State School Commissioner Merritt, at 
the capitol yesterday, to discuss the gifts 
of Hon. George Foster Peabody and Hon. 
James M,. Smith. 

As is well known, the legislature of 
Georgia appropriated the sum of $26,000 
to be used for new buildings at the nor- 
tal school, on condition that an addi- 
tional $25,000 was raised from private 
subscription. In accordance with this 
conditional appropriation, Mr. Peabody 
offered to givé $10,000, provided the other 
$15,000 was subscribed. Then Mr, Smith 
subscribed an additional $10,000, leaving 
Cnly $5,000 yet to be raised. 

The object of the meeting yesterday was 
to discuss ways and means of raising this 
sum, thus rendering the appropriation 
and gifts available. The use to which 
the money will be devoted was also dis- 
cussed, though the entire meeting was 
informal. 

Clark Howell, a trustee of the state 
university, Was present by special invita- 
tion, and he was informed that the board 
of trustees might ask for the use of cer- 
tain lands belonging to the university 
and adjacent te the campus and grounds 
of the norma] school. 


Hon, Joseph Henry Lumpkin, judge of 
the superior court of tHe Atlanta circuit, 
was yesterday. commissioned by Govern- 
or Terrell for his new term, which be- 
gins J@nuary |, 1905, at which time 
Judge Lumpkin, together with the other 
judges of the superior courts of Geor- 
gia, will begin drawing an increased sal- 
ary of $3,000 per annum. 


Hon. Sam P. Maddox, who was a vis- 
ftor at the state capitol yesterday, an- 
nounced that in the near future a pardon 
will be asked for former State Senator 
W. P. Dodd, who is now serving a two- 
year sentence for embezzling the funds 
of Gordon county.

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TO GEORGIA EDUCATION 


(By Pleasant A. Stovall, in The Savan- 
nah Press.) 
HE visit of the trustees of the 
state university to Madison, Wis., 
the home of the university of that 
state, was one of the most tmportant pil- 
gtimages taken by Georgians in many 
years. The trip was arranged by Mr. 
George Foster Peabody, a wealthy phil- 
anthropist of New York,.a successful 
banker, and, above all, a native Geor- 
gian. He has taken a great interest in 
the cause of education, and has given 
thousands in that direction in the last 
four years. Hardly a city in the state 
but has reaped some benefit from the 
purse of this broad-minded, generous 
man. He is a native of Columbus, Ga.; 
was a schoolmate of Chancellor Walter 
B. Hill, and just now seems to be es- 
pecially interested in the state univer- 
sity. The handsome new library bears 
his name and the stamp of his bene- 
faction. 

Mr. Peabody arranged for this trip 
along with President Samuel Spencer, of 
the Southern railway, another graduate 
of the University of Georgia, headed by 
the governor of Georgia, the chancellor 
of the university and Dr, H. C. White, 
the president of the state college, to Wis- 
consin, because he believes the university 
of that state to be a model institution 
of its. kind, and because of his affilia- 
tion with members of the faculty. The 
result proved the sagacity of the plan. 
This {nstitutfon fs fifty years of age, 
being half a century the junior of our 
own University Georgia. It is surround-

wealthy as Georgia, and yet it has 
caught step with the wonderful progress 
of the northwest. It has 3,200 students, 
embracinig every variety of school—the 
classical, scientific, the agrgcultural, the 
school of commerce and music. It has 
an income from the legislature of some- 
thing over half a million a year. Its 
superb marble library building cost 
over $700,000, its dormitories are 
modern anc beautiful, and its 
nasium fs the principal assembly hall 
in the state, where college convocations 
are held every week and political conven- 
tions meet every year. it has armories 
for thle cadets , an assembly room for 
games and meetings, a natatorium, with 
shower baths and is an up to date col- 
lege in every possible way. For a great 
many years this college was supported 
by a special tax of half a mill, which 
was levied by the state government, and 
paid by the people without a murmur. 
Because the people, without exception, 
are proud of their university. When 
Rockefeller poured his millions into the 
University of Chicago, just 125 miles 
away, Wisconsin redoubled her energies 
and her endowments to her own univer- 
sity. It has back of it the whole state 
of Wisconsin. There are young white 
men and women now in domestic service 
throughout the state who have taken 
college work in some of its halls, and 
they are just as much interested in it and 
just as anxious to pay for it as Gover- 
nor and Mrs. LaFoliette, who are them- 
selves graduates from the same institu- 
tion. : 

It ig inspiring to see the whole state 
back of a grand institution like this. 
Although a young state, and a poorer 
state than some in the northwest, it 
gives money unstintedly to the univer- 
sity at Madison. Nothing is too good 
for it. They think it ig the finest in- 
stitution in the world. The farmers 
go to the legislature and demand that 
President Van Hise get what he wants 
out of the treasury, and when the big 
football game is pulled off in Chicago 
on Thanksgiving day the Windy City 
cannot furnish more’ rooters on the 
bleachers than the Badger State, with 
its cardinal colors. This spirit of mag- 
netizing, and yet the university has 
given the state noble returns. When 
men like Vilas and Spooner and Hoard 
and Peck ang Sawyer, and Washburn 
and Jere Rusk and LaFolette combined 
ir spite of politics to pull for the old 
college and a bigger appropriation there 
is something unlifting in the exam- 
ple. For money and marble halls and 
large faculties could not make a univer- 
sity by themselves. The love of the 
people without regard to class or party 
or calling or creed is a mighty factor 
in the creation of this great work. The 
Wisconsinites were delighted and surpris- 
ed that the governor of Georgia and the 
beard of trustees, thirty-five people in 
all, should ride 1,500 miles to inspect 
their college. It was the biggest adver- 
tisement that Wisconsin ever had and 
one of the most instructive missions 
that Georgians ever undertook. 

One reason why this university was 
singled out was the fact that it had 
solved the problem successfully of con- 
necting a state college of agriculture 
and mechanic arts with classical 
and scientific departments. All are 
there on the noble hills, swept by ave- 
nues of spruce pine and skirted by the 
blue waters of Lake Mendota. There 
are twenty-six hundred boys and six 
hundreg girls, for co-education is a fea- 
ture which strikes one at once. There 
are young men who work at the lathe 
in the training school as well as the 
lads who milk the cows and make the 
butter in the creamery. There are the 
young men and maidens taking their 
preliminary training in medicine: there 
are boys and girls working side by side 
in the school of pharmacy. Both sexes 
are engrossed in the laboratories. Then 
the literary classes and the classica] lec. 
ture rooms are filled to overflowing, 
while seminars called for the study of 
special subjects, fill the beautiful rooms 
of the library. Any kind of work in 
the world can be undertaken, as much 
Or as little as time and taste allow.

There are dormitories and 
houses and societies furnishing the most 
inviting forms of student life.

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1ILD’S LIFE CRUSHED 


OUT BY TROLLEY CAR 
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HENRY SMITH (THE CHILD STANDING IN THE CHAIR) 
AND HIS BROTHER BAYNE SMITH 
Little Henry Smith Was Run Down by a Trolley Car wuntenaags 
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Two-Year-Old Son of Alonzo Smith Meets Tragic 
Death---Attempts Were Made to 
Rescue Child. 


As trolley car No. 69 was coming to 
the oity frém Grant park yesterday 
afternoon about 4 o'clock, Henry Smith, 
the little 2-year-old son of Alonzo E. 
Smith, of -.o. S11 Woodward avenue, 
attetnpted to cross the tracks directly 
opposite his home, and he was run over 
and instantly killed. 

There was a thrilling and exciting 
écené when the tragedy occurred. A 
lady saw the child as he started to cross 
the street and she heard the car coming. 
She dashed out of her yard, but she was 
too late to save the little one’s life. 
There were two motormen, and one of 
théem leaped from the car and tried to 
enatch the child from danger, but he was. 
® moment too late. | 

‘The child was struck first on the_side 
of the head. He fell undér the car and 
the wheéls passed over his body. Death 
Was instantaneous. 

Three police officers were quickly on 
the scene dnd they made cases against 
the two motormen, but they reported to 
Captain Jennings and Chief Ball that 
they believed the accident was one that 
could not have been avoided by the men 
in Charge of the car. 

Car No. 69 left Grant park at 3:45 
o’eclock. Motorman 8. L. Buchanan was 
in charge, but he had turned the car over 
to W. F. Buford, who was a supernumer- 
ary and learning to run a car. He was, 
however, a man of considerable experi- 
ence. The car turned out of Cherokee 
avenut Into Woodward avenue, and just 
eas it was passing Oakland avenue, the 
little Smith child Was standing on the 
sidewalk in front of his parent's home. 
When thé car was almost opposite the 
house the child started across the street. 
So unexpectedly was the act of the little 
bey that the motorman did not have time 
teé stop the car before the child was 
struck. 

Tried To Save His Life. 

Mrs. Wynn, of 518 Woodward avenue, 
who was in her front yard, saw that the 
child’s life was in danger, and she ran to 


catch him before he reached the tracks, 
but she did not have timé to do so. 

At the same time, Motorman Buchanan 
sprang off the front platform of the car 
and attempted to seize the child, but be- 
fore he could snatch the little boy from 
danger the accident had occurred. 

The body of the child was carried into 
| the home which he had left but a little 
| while before well and strong. 
| Little Henry wag scarcely more than 
la baby. He was 2% years old, and was 
| Still wearing dresses. He was the idol 
|of his home, and was precocious and un- 
| usually bright for a child of his age. In 
the neighborhood he was wel] known 
and had often been a welcome little vis- 
itor into many homes. 

Mr, Smith is a machinist, and works 
in the Southern railroad shops. Mrs. 
Smith did not know of the accident until 
teld that her little boy was dead. 

The two motormen, against whom cases 
were made, will be tried in the recorder’s 
court nevt Saturday morning. The ar- 
resting Officers state that the motormen 
weré desirous that the matter be inves- 
tizated in court, as they wished to show 
they were blameless for the accident. 

Motorman’s Statement. 

“The car was not running very fast,’’ 
Motorman Buchanan stated to Officers 
Abbott, Norman and Lanford, who in- 
vestigated the affair, ‘and the child 
dashed across the | street so suddenly 
that it was Impossible to stop the car in 
time. The brake was put on at once 
and the current reversed. [ triedito save 
the child by jumping from the car, but 
did not have time to do so. The whole 
affair happened so quickly that it was 
over before we could realize that a little 
child had met death under the wheels. 
We want the accident investigated in 
the recorder’s court, for we are sure the 
evidence will show that we were entire- 
ly blameless.” 

CBroner Stamps, after Iinvegtigating 
the accident last evening, decided that 
it would not be necessary to hold 4n in- 
quest.

litigation Over Circulars 301 
and JU2 Just Besun, 


Answer of State and Affidavits Con- 
taining Evidence of Central of 
Georgia Railway Company 
Were Read Yes. 
terday. 


Unless it is given preference and pushed 
ahead rapidly, lawyers seem to be agreed 
that a final determination of the freight 
rate injunction case, now pending in the 
United States court before Judge New- 
man, cannot be reached under two years. 


If this litigation is shown a little fa- 
voritism six months of that time might 
be lopped off, but that is about the best 
that can be hoped for. 

The question now before Judge Newman 
is not as to whether the temporary in- 
junction against the rates promulgated 
by the commission in circulars 30! and 
302 shall be set aside or declared per- 
manent for all time to come, but simply 


whether or not the temporary injunction 
shall be alfowed to stand pendente lite, 
as the lawyers would say—that is whittle 
the litigation lasts. 

If Judge Newman holds in favor of the 

railroads, then the temporary injunction 
will remain of force; if in favor of the 
railroad commission, the rates will be 
allowed to go into effect. In either event, 
the case will be referred to a master, 
who will take evidence and report to the 
court. The master’s report, it is said, 
could not be expected under a year, and 
then consideration and action by the low- 
er court and the supreme court will take 
another year, so that the outlook for an 
early termination of the case is exceed- 
ingly gloomy. 
The arguments in the present stage of 
the case may be reached shortly after 
noon today, but most likely they will not 
be begun before tomorrow. The day yes- 
terday was taken up with the reading of 
the state’s answer by Attorney General 
Joha C. Hart, and the reading of affida- 
vits containing the evidence for the com- 
plainant, the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company, by Messrs. King & Cunning- 
ham. <Attornéys for the railroads will 
continue reading affidavits today, and 
these and the affidavits to be presented 
by the railroad commission, will proba- 
bly take the entire day’s séssion. 


The State’s Answer. 
When the court convened at 10 o’clock, 


Judge Hart continued the reading of the 
state’s answer. The railroad commission 
denied that circulars 30! and 302 were 
a part of a scheme to reduce all rates 
within the state, or that they intended 
to cut down rates below a point where 
the roads could make a fair return on 
their investments. The railroads had no 
right to appeal to the courts, he de- 
clared, against rates which had never 
been made and which had never even 
been under consideration. The rates made 
in these circulars did not discriminate, 
it was asserted, agaigst other manufac- 
turing centers in Georgia. It was admit- 
ted that Atlanta was not discriminated 
against by the rates fixed by the com- 
mission, but the railrwads themselves 
have unjustly discriminated against At- 
lanta by varying the rates fixed in the 
standard tariff in such manner as to 
favor certain points to the detriment of 
others. 

In the determination of a fair return 
on the Central's investment, the large 
sum, about $500,000, expended on bet- 
terments, should be classed net earnings, 
Judge Hart declared, and not to operating 
expenses, as had been done. 

The increasing prosperity of the rail- 
road companies had been way out of 
proportion to that of all other persons in 
the state, Judge Hart sali. The railroads 
are in a position to levy a tax on all 
classes of property in the state, and they 
have. been taking advantage of it to their 
own profit. 

The Central of Georgia had claimed that 
the enforcement of circulars 30! and 302 
would éntafl upon it an annual logs of 
$5,800. This sum, Judge Hart declared, 
was inconsiderable in comparison with 
the total of earnings within the state, 
and furnished no foundation whatever 
for the allegation that the railroad’s 
property would be confiscated, 


The railroads have not charged the 
rates allowed by the commissi0on’s stand- 
ard tariff, but have v&ried these rates to 
suit their own convenience. This stan#- 
ard tariff would give the roads more than 
a fair return upon their investment. It 
was claimed that the rates in circulars 
30! and 302 would not cause any loss at 
all, because there would be an increased 
tonnage, consequently an in¢reased rev- 


enue. 
Central’s Real Value. 

Judge Hart denied that the whole value 
of the Central of Georgia property within 
the state was $33,000,000 as claimed, and 
that &e portion used for intrastate busi- 
ness "was $15,000,000. The value of the 
Central's whole property in Georgia, he 
asserted, is, as shown by its tax re- 
turns, only $15,416,586. Ho declared that 
the value of the whole property in Geor- 
gia and Alabama was no greater than 
ifs mortgage bonds, $28,916,000. The 
value of that portion of the property 
within Georgia, therefore, cannot be more 
than $19,277,000 and as 45 per cent is 
considered to be used for intrastate busi- 
ness, the value of such portion of the 
property could be put at only $8,828,866. 
These are the amounts upon\which the 
road was entitled to earn a fale return 
It is charged that the Centra rail- 
road capital stock now represents no 
value whatever, but was issued as a 
bonus to certain persons’ connected with 
the reorganization. The -capital stock 
has no market value whatever, and its 
only value is its voting power. The Cen- 
tral’'s bonds have increased in market 
value since the issuance of circulars 30! 
and 801, showing that the reduced rates 
had no depressing effect. Never has 
the préverty enjoyed such prosperity as 
In the last five years, as is shown by the 
increased earnings. The ratés now 
charged are substantially the same as it 
1895, notwithstanding the greatly  in- 


creased prosperity, the Central being 
.permitted to charge 25 per cent in ex- 
cess of the standard tariff. 

Judge Hart contended that the Central 
could only claim a legal right to earn a 
fair return on the value of its property 
as shown by its returns for taxation, 
namely, $15,416,586. The burden, he 
said, is upon the railroad company to 
show that the rates in circulars 30! and 
802 are unreasonably low and that it 
cannot make a fair return if they are 
enforced. 

law of Public Protection. 

W. A. Wimbisa, atrorney for the 
freight Bureau, read the state's answer 
to the Central Trust Company's bill and 
the eross bill uf the Central of Georgia, 
when Judge Hart had concluded reading 
the answer. 

Public protection to any property is due 
it only to that extent for which it is re- 
turned for taxation, Mr. Wimbish de- 
clared. The Central had returned its 
property for $15,416,586 and declared that 
this amount representéd the true value 
of the property so far as the public was 
concerned. The company, therefore, had 
the legal right to a fair return only ou 
that amount. He contended that the 
statement that the company had earned 
hothing which could be applied to the 
payment of interest on the second prefer- 
eulce income bonds, was untrue. A fair 
rate of interest could have been paid on 
these bonds, he declared, if the operating 
expenses had been limited and confined 
to reasonable amount. 

This closed the reading of bills and 
answers, and the introduction of evi- 


dence began. This evidence was all in 
the shape of affidavits of various rail- 
road officials and others familiar with 
inatters pertinent to the case. 


Lawton’s Afidavit. 
The railroads first introduced their evi- 
rdenco, the first affidavit being that of 
AJexander R. Lawton, vice president and 
of counse] for the Central of Georgia, 
which was read by Alex King. Mr. Law- 
ton’s affidavit consisted of a statistical 
statement of the financial condition of the 


Centgal of Georgia before the reorganiza- 
tion gnd as it is today. As to the in- 
tome bonds, he stated no interest had 
ever been paid on the third preference 
and only 2 per cent for the first time in 
1904 upon the second preference series. 
The Central had suffered, he said, from 
the general depression over the ceuntry. 
An appeal was made to the state railroad 
commission for higher rates, but not- 
withstanding the showing made, the in- 
creased charges allowed barely paid the 
increased taxes demanded by the state. 

Mr. King next read the affidav't of W. 
A. Winburn, second vice president and 
traffic manager of the Central of Geor- 
gia. Mr. Winburn showed that there 
was less expense by [5 per cent connected 
with handling through traffic, than with 
lucal or intrastate traffic. This asser- 
tion of Mr. Winbufn was corroborated 
by an affidavit from T. 8. Moise, general 
superintendent of the Central. 

Another affidavit from Mr. Winburn 
presented an elaborate comparison of 
rates between the 
culars $0! and 302. Mr. Winburn de- 
elared that the rates in these circulars 
were lower than were allowed im vthe1 
southern states for similar service and 
were lower thai. any mileage rate allow- 
ed by the commission on any of the 
foads involved. 

Hoke Smith Objects. 

Hon. Hoke Smith objected to some por- 
fions of the evidence on the ground that 
it was expression of opinion. It was de- 
cided €hat objections should be presented 


ali at once after’ the reading of affi- 
davits had been concluded, 

“tT don’t admit they are opinions,’’ Mr. 
King said. 

“T didn’t expect you to,”’ 
retorted. 

“Very well, then, I deny that they are,” 
said Mr. King. 

“And I disagree with you,’’ Mr. Smith 
replied. 

“I assert that they are statements o 
fact made by an expert,’’ Mr. King said, 
as he continued reading. 

Judge Newman wanted to know if there 
was any reason shown why the reducea 
rates Were made only to Athens, Augusta, 
Macon and Columbus. 

“There is no apecific statement on that 
subject,”’ said Mr. King. ‘So far as we 
Gan sec, there is no reason why these 
tradg centers were singled out, and the 
others ignored.‘ 

The affidavit went into an analysis of 
the effect of the reductions In circulars 
301 and -302, which, it was claimed, dis- 
criminated against all the competitive or 
trading points in the state not named in 
the circulars. He showed wherein these 
sates would reduce the Central's revenue 
to a point where, it was claimed, it would 
not regeive a fair compensation for the 
sérvice rendered. Mr. Winburn = as- 
serted that circular 301 was issued for 
the avowed purpose of interfering with 
and regulating interstate commerce, and 
that it would have that effect. 

When Mr. King had concluded Mr. 
Cunningham read an affidavit from 3}. 
C. Haile, general passenger agent of the 
Central of Georgia, relative to the passen- 
ger business, to show that a iarger 
amount than previously stated belonged 
to interstate business. 

Several other affidavits along the same 
line wé@re read by Mr, Cunningham, and 
the court adjourned until 10 o’oclock this 
morning.

Fiv® yéars 
later Atlanta will have done as much 
as Mr. Oarnegie did, and yet Atlanta will 
be bound for all time to come for that 
thousand a year. That is not a fair 
trade. Should Atlanta reject the propo- 
sition, it won't be the first time Mr. Car- 
negie has been turned down, Cities in 
New Jersey have given him back his 
gifts, so have other cities. Then why 
should Atlanta not do the same? 


“Now, if the elty council is willing to 
give up that $5,000 for a partnership 
with Mr Carnegie, there are other chan- 
néls that need it more. In the first 
place, Atlanta needs a city hall. Ever 
since the old building on Capitol hill 
was torn away to make room for the 
state house, Atlanta has been paying out 
a good rent every year. Enough money 
has been paid in rents to the chamber of 
| commerce—andé: I'm glad it was the cham- 
ber that got the money—to have built 4 
\fine city hall. Take the amount of money 
inecessary to open that library fwroposed 
and it would be enough to start a city 
hall. Add to that sum a few years of 
the payments this contract would re- 
quire, and the city oould have as fine a 
home as any city in the south.”’ 

“Then again Atlanta needs more 
schools. The buildings now in use are not 
enough to accommodate the children who 
are entitled to an education. If the city 
is willing to wait longer for a eity hall: 
why not put that money in school build- 
ings. 

“Atlanta, it is generally known, is about 
the only city in the country,” continued 
Mr. Brown, “that has not provided for 
men who have worn themselves out in the 
‘service of the city. I am not an advocate 
‘of an unlimited pension system, but I 
‘do think that men who have lost their 
‘wage earning capacity in the service of 
ithe city should be provided for to some 
extent when they become weak and de- 
crepid. I happen to know of members of 
the police force, members of the fire de- 
partment who have given the best years 
of their lives to the city and have done 
their work without a scratch against 
their records. Some provision should be 
made for these men in their old ages. 
They should not be turned out to grass 
simply because they can no longer do the 
work they once did, Neither should they 
be sent home and a month’s pay be sent 
them every thirty days. That would be 
better than a pension. But when it Is 
found that a member of either depart- 
ment i incapacitated for full duty then 
ascertain what that man's monthly éx- 
penses are. Help him get a job where he 
can earn a portion of that expense and 
let the city make up the deficiency out 
of this money that is contemplated for 
the Carnegie library. That would only be 
a recognition of the good work the man 
has done in the past. It would be no pen- 
sion. I don’t believe in pensions. But I 
do believe in helping the good servant 
whose Wage earning capacity has been 
impaired by long years of hard work for 
the city. To the city he gave the best 
years of his life, its true he was paid for 
it, but what was the pay. Therefore, I 
think the city should be his guardian in 
his old age as he guarded the city in the 
prime of his life, 


‘Without trouble the council that could 
find a way to provide for the Carnegie 
gift could find a way to accomplish what 
'I have éuggested,"’ said Mr. Brown in 
cenclusion. “A way to supplement the 
earning capacity of the retired member 
of the force with enough for him to live 
on can be worked out by any body of 
business men who can work out a plan 
to bring about the Carnegie plan. 

“Then there’s the school teacher, old 
and without resources. What of them? 
Still it is not a pension. Neither is it a 
charity.’
